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1. The 68 (sie; possibly 38) Mountain Division” reportedly has had its head- 
guarters in Nis. This Division comes under the jurisdiction of the First 
Army whose headquarters is similarly in Wis. 


2, The 114 Mountain Regiment and one unspecified artillery regiment of the 
above-mentioned Mountain Division are stationed in the Nis Fortress. 


3. During the early part of April 1959, one company of 366 Engineer Battalion 
was dispatched from Nis to work on censtruction of the Trn (Bulgaria)- 
Viasina-Surdulica~Viadicin Han highway: The worl was started at the 
Bulgarian border, near the village of Strgimirovei, and work is currently 
being carried out at Vlasina, in the vicinity of the village of Promaja. 


4, The 344 Fortifications Battalion is stationed in Nis. The strength of the 
battalion is 600 men. Some of the units, equipped with modern machinery, 
were transferred to the Fosiljgrad sector in April 1950 to carry out 
unspecified construction work. 


5. An engineer battalion from Knin was transported by rail to Slavonski Erod 
on the night of 17 March 1950. The convoy traveled on the Unska line, 
via Eihac. 


6. A military railroad convoy of 1, flatcars with artillery weapons arrived 
in Knin by means of the Unska line on the night of 10 April 1950. In 
Knin, munitions (sic) were unloaded directly onto trucks by military 
personnel and then transported in the direction of Yrlika. 


7. ALL unite of the Knin garrison were alerted on the nights of 13 to 16 
april, inclusive, and were sent on night maneuvers. 


@. A military convoy of five new Yugoslav trucks arrived in Knin on 28 April 1950. 


9, “Wilitary sectors have been established in Knin, Benkovac, Sibenik, and 
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During the night of 14 to 15 January 1950, three military freight 
trains, consisting of 51, 47 and 5h cars respectively, passed through 
Vinkevei, on their way to Zagreb and Vrsac. These convoys were loaded 
with trucks, 112 in all, and were also transporting an unspecified 
peas of recruits who had entered the Yugoslav Armed Forces at the end 
of 1919,
